This is « question we cannot 
anewer, The vices of Richard the Third are 
lest im the brilliancy of bie warlike deeds, 
while those of Macbeth are divided bet ween his 
meatal greatneas and moral desuctude 
b The jealoucy of Ovhelle, carried beyond the 
con ines of reason, into the arena of brutality and 
murder, bas a plausible motive in a supposed 
wrong. Ta theage he lived cach vengeance 
wes not wnasual, aad the bretal instincts of 
the Moor and his cavage natere, although ne 
erfouse, were in accordance with Venitian man- 
ners and eustaa 

Let us ove if Hamlet deserves to be sainted 
for his virtecs, or condemned for his vices. 
The philosophy of the play wherein Hamlet 
figures so conspicuously may be likened unto 
that of the Freach school ia the days of Mira 
bean, the infidelity of which was lest in the 
brittiancy of its literature. 

Wo Gad Hamlet at the opening of the play 
student from Wittenbarg; his age, being 4, 
would imply that he must have been back ward 
in bis studies, The questi lly enggeat 
itael{, how did Hamlet ocoupy the time between 
1 and (4 and where’ As the blank is not 
filled up by Shakespeare, we mast take him up 
as we find him at the opening of the play. He 
is evidently in a bad humer, at war with the 
world, aad an enemy to himeeclf. He is gloomy, 
dull, morose, Ne reason ts amigned fer this, 
other than that his mother, for State purposes,

let's father, within, as the young Prince 





thought, a of time not sanctioned by 
custom, or space allotted for memory to 
“grew old.” Indeed he oxpressss himself 


strongly on this subject, in a subsequent inter 
view with Horatio, where he says: 
“ The funeral baked ments . 
Did coldly furnish forth the marriage tables.” 


Hamlet is ne doubt offended at his mother's 
fast capousals, it is however her only fault, and 
one Hamlet should have overlooked, Still we 
de pot think this was altogether the cause of 
hia gloom there was something mere preying 
upon his mind, and it is our purpose to trace, 
if possible, the cause. We have alluded to 
seven years in Hamlet's life as a blank ; por- 
tiens however of thie time were probably spent 
ia the Palace, aad there he forms the acquaint - 
ance with the beauteous Ophelia. What tran- 
apired betwoen them ean only be surmised by 
the subsequent scenes in the play. Apart from 
this, may there not have been other acts of 
Hamlet, which, preying upon his mind, in 
duces him to meditate suicide? Suicide for 
what’ Certainly not because his mother mar 
ried his father's brother? Here there would 
have been no display of philosophy. He reasons 
deeply and earnestly upon the subject, and 
working himself up to an almost freusied 
pitch, exclaims 

“©, that this too solid Gesh would melt, 

Thaw, and resolve tteelf into a dew 

Or that the everlasting had not fixed 

His canon ‘gainst self slaughter! 0. God! 0, God! 
How weary, stale and un oto.” 

If the source of Hamlet's grief was the mar 
riage of his mother, he certainly displays very 
little of that philosophy for which he is cred 
ited. 

Tt is evident that Lacrtes suspected Hamlet's 
design on his sister, Ophelia ; nor have we any 
evidence that thishigh-minded and honorable 
gentieman had any particular regard for the 
Prince 

On the eve of his departure for France 
he warns Ophelia against Hamlet, and 
among other words of advice and instruction, 
says * 


Then, weigh what low your honor may sustain 
Tf with tee credent car you Liat his songs. 
Or lose your heart . . . . . . 
To his unmastered tmportunity 
Fear & Ophelia fear it, my dear sister Ao * 


Her father, when questioning her on the
